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CATALOGUES  ESSENTIAL  FOR  COLLECTORS  OF  ANCIENT  COINS 


William  E.  Daehn 


Collectors  of  American  coinage  often  also  collect 
coin  auction  catalogues  and  dealers  fixed  price  lists. 
Although  recent  catalogues  can  assist  the  collector 
with  determining  current  market  values  for  his 
coins,  the  catalogues  and  price  lists  often  are  put  to 
other  uses  such  as  researching  a coin's  pedigree, 
analyzing  trends  in  coin  values,  or  searching-out 
other  historical  information. 

Although  catalogues  and  price  lists  are  useful  for 
determining  current  market  levels,  for  most 
American  coins,  there  are  a number  of  more 
convenient  sources  of  this  information,  including 
guide  books  such  as  the  popular " Redbook " or 
publications  such  as  The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  or 
weekly  price  supplements  in  hobby  periodicals  such 
as  Coin  World's  "Trends  of  US.  Coin  Values." 
Collectors  whose  interest  focused  on  particular  types 
or  series  can  sometimes  consult  specialized  price 
guides  such  as  Copper  Quotes  by  Robinson,  which  lists 
current  values  for  the  die  varieties  of  U.S.  Large 
Cents. 

The  collector  of  ancient  Greek  or  Roman  coins  must 
pursue  his  hobby  largely  without  the  benefit  of  such 
convenient  price  guides.  The  only  price  guides  that 
exist  for  the  world  of  "ancients"  are  the  two  books 
by  David  Sear:  Greek  Coins  and  Their  Values, 
published  in  two  volumes  in  1978  and  1979,  and 
Roman  Coins  and  Their  Values,  last  published  in 
1988.  Although  these  books  do  list  estimated  market 
values  for  the  major  coin  types,  values  are  given  for 
only  one  grade  and  they  are  listed  in  British  pounds. 
Not  only  are  the  values  now  quite  out-of-date,  but 
the  British  pound  is  subject  to  fluctuations  in  the 
exchange  rate.  Clearly,  these  guides  are  of  minimal 
use  to  the  collector  wishing  to  determine  current 
market  values. 

No  other  price  guides  currently  exist  for  ancient 
coins,  and  because  the  field  of  ancient  coins  is  so 
vast,  no  comprehensive  guide  is  ever  likely  to  be 
produced.  The  period  of  Greek  and  Roman  coinage 
covers  at  least  ten  centuries,  encompasses  thousands 
of  mint  cities,  hundreds  of  coin  denominations,  and 
certainly  hundreds  of  thousands  (perhaps  millions) 
of  die  varieties.  Sear's  books  are  limited  to  listing  the 
major  types. 


Furthermore,  the  pricing  of  ancient  coins  goes  far 
beyond  types,  varieties,  and  grades.  The  collector  of 
ancient  coins  must  consider  the  numerous 
characteristics  of  hand  struck  coinage:  the  relative 
frequency  of  off-center  strikes,  the  sometimes  uneven 
quality  of  strike,  the  frequent  occurrence  of  die 
cracks,  and  the  corrosion  problems  brought  about  by 
thousands  of  years  of  burial.  Toning  or  the  quality  of 
cleaning  is  also  important.  A mere  listing  of  wear- 
based  grades  may  not  be  a very  useful  guide. 

One  aspect  of  ancient  coin  pricing  that  simply  does 
not  apply  to  mass-produced  modern  coins  is  artistic 
style.  The  dies  for  ancient  coins  were  individually 
hand-engraved.  Naturally,  some  of  the  engravers 
were  highly  talented  artists  capable  of  creating 
miniature  masterpieces.  Other  engravers  were  merely 
ordinary  craftsman  with  no  particular  artistic  talent. 
Clearly,  the  quality  of  their  dies  will  differ.  Naturally, 
collectors  prize  the  coins  struck  from  well-engraved 
dies  far  more  highly  than  those  struck  from  the 
lifeless  dies  of  the  hurried  craftsman.  This  "style" 
factor  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  incorporate  into 
a convenient  and  usable  price  guide. 

Consequently,  a truly  comprehensive  price  guide  is 
not  practical.  So  how  can  the  ancient  coin  collector 
determine  current  values?  In  addition  to  his  own 
observation  made  at  coin  shows,  he  must  rely  on 
auction  prices  realized  and  the  fixed-price  offerings 
of  dealers,  catalogues  and  price-lists,  while  these  are 
merely  useful  for  the  collector  of  modern  coins,  they 
are  essential  for  the  collector  of  ancient  coins. 

And  just  a few  catalogues  will  not  be  enough.  The 
collector  needs  to  maintain  a wide  array  of 
catalogues  and  price  lists,  so  that  he  may  be  exposed 
to  the  widest  possible  variety  of  coin  types,  grades, 
styles,  etc..  Furthermore,  photographs  of  the  coins 
are  essential.  A non- illustrated  catalogue  may  be  all 
that  is  required  for  the  collector  of  slabbed  U.S. 
Coins,  but  the  many  factors  affecting  ancient  coin 
pricing  require  a visual  inspection  of  the  coin. 

Is  the  coin  well-  centered  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse?  Are  corrosion  pits  present?  And  if  so,  where 
are  they  located?  In  the  field  or  on  the  portrait?  It 
makes  a difference  in  pricing.  Were  the  dies 
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engraved  by  a master  artist?  Is  the  coin  naturally 
toned?  Has  it  been  harshly  cleaned?  The  collector 
must  consider  all  these  factors.  Only  through  hours 
of  examining  the  coin  photos  in  catalogues  and 
reviewing  the  prices  realized  lists  can  the  ancient 
collector  become  tuned  in  to  current  market  values. 

Many  prominent  dealers  produce  quality  auction  or 
fixed  price  catalogues.  Such  dealers,  past  and  present, 
include  Numismatic  Fine  Arts  International, 
Classical  Numismatics  Group,  Superior  Galleries, 
Stack's  Coin  Galleries,  Harlan  J.  Berk,  and  Pegasi 
Numismatics.  A group  of  their  catalogues  is 
indispensable  for  the  collector. 

Unlike  the  collectors  of  U.S.  Coins,  collectors  of 


ancient  coins  are  competing  for  material  in  a world 
wide  marketplace.  Therefore,  catalogues  of  overseas 
dealers  are  also  important  to  the  collector  of 
ancients.  Such  firms  as  Numismatica  Ars  Classica, 
Leu  Numismatics,  and  Numismatik  Lanz  consistently 
produce  high  quality  catalogues. 

The  collector  of  ancient  coins  should  not  hesitate  to 
subscribe  to  these  catalogues  and  spend  enough  time 
perusing  each  one  to  become  familiar  with  current 
prices.  Only  then  can  he  confidently  shop  on  the 
bourse  floor  without  fear  of  overpaying,  and  without 
fear  of  missing  a bargain. 

Information  is  power.  That  information  is  waiting 
for  you  in  auction  catalogues  and  price  lists. 


NUMISMATIC  BOOKPLATES  - BOOKPLATES  OF  NUMISMATISTS 


Reinhold  Jordan 


Part  1-  USA 

Since  the  very  beginning  of  printed  books  there  have 
been  book  plates,  little  printed  sheets  of  paper, 
carefully  designed  and  indicating  the  ownership  of  a 
book.  In  many  cases  those  ex  libris  (meaning  "from 
the  library  of'  in  Latin)  give  hints  about  the 
personality  of  the  owner,  his  interests  and  tastes. 

Many  of  these  bookplates  have  been  designed  for 
well  know  numismatists  in  most  countries  of  the 
world  . Of  course,  most  users  of  such  numismatic 
bookplates  did  or  do  have  a numismatic  library  of 
importance  and  thus  a collection  of  numismatic 
bookplates  is  not  only  a "Who  is  Who  in 
Numismatics"  but  also  a documentation  of  efforts  of 
building  up  and  conserving  numismatic  libraries 
everywhere  in  the  world. 

In  this  first  essay,  1 will  mention  several  bookplates 
used  by  U.S.  Numismatists. 

The  American  Numismatic  Society  used  two 
bookplates  with  its  logo  (one  of  them  indicating  the 
name  of  the  person  who  had  devoted  the  book  in 
which  the  ex  libris  is  situated)  and  a third  one 
showing  the  portrait  of  Archer  M.  Huntington.  The 
latter  is  used  for  several  books  transferred  from  the 
Huntington  Free  Library  to  ANS-  library  during  the 
1940's. 

The  bookplate  of  U.S.  Dealer  Stephen  Hedley  Betts 


is  a very  attractive  one  (Figure  1).  He  writes:  "The 
border  of  my  ex  libris  was  taken  from  plate  1 7 of 
Godonnesch's  1765  edition  of  Medailles  du  Regne  de 
Louis  XV.  I chose  it  as  it 
seemed  to  be  an  attractive 
border.  The  medal  on  the 
plate  is  the  one  I use  on  my 
stationery.  I selected  it  for 
various  reasons.  1-  It 
depicts  a globe, 
emphasizing  the 
international  nature  of  my 
business.  2-  It  depicts 
Charles  and  Catharine 
which  happen  to  be  my 
father  and  mother's  names.

It  is  recorded  by  C.W. 


Betts  (no  relation)  in  his  work  on  medals  relating  to 
the  colonial  part  of  American  History..." 

Mr.  Betts  introduced  his  bookplate  about  1980. 


Remy  Bourne,  well  know 
collector,  publisher  and 
dealer  of  numismatic 
literature,  uses  three 
different  bookplates,  two  of 
them  show  books.  John  S. 
Davenport  has  two 
bookplates,  both  designed 
by  himself.  An  older  one 
(1935)  for  his  general 
literature  and  a new  one 
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Figure  2 
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(about  1975)  for  his  numismatic  literature  (Figure 
2).  Fred  Drost  of  Meriden  CT,  a collector  of  coins 
and  cheques,  uses  an  old  map-  design  as  a bookplate. 

R.E.  Foulk  of  Warren,  Ohio  designed  his  bookplate 
in  1954.  It  is  devoted  to  the  history  and  numismatics 
of  ancient  Rome  (S.RQ.R.).  Carling  Gresham's 
bookplate  shows  a nice  grasshopper.  It  was  made  in 
Mannheim,  Germany,  in  about  1970. 

F.J.  Holthaus  from  Seneca,  Kansas,  used  an  ex  libris 
indicating  his  membership  in  ANA  and  "The 
Knights  of  Columbus",  a catholic  organization 
(thanks  to  David  Block,  Gainesville,  FL.  for 
identification  of  the  latter). 

One  of  the  nicest  ex  libris 
used  by  US  numismatists  is 
that  of  numismatic 
literature  dealer  George 
Fredrick  Kolbe.  (Figure  3). 

An  aged  coin  collector 
sitting  on  an  armchair  and 
dressed  in  a fashion 
centuries  ago  is  studying  a 
coin  by  comparing  it  with 
illustrations  in  a coin  book 


Leon  T.  Lindheim  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  took  the 
reproduction  of  a 5-dollar  bill  showing  his  own 
photo  as  an  ex  libris.  Leo  Meloche  printed  the  line 
"Collection  Leo  Meloche"  as  a supra-ex-libris  on  the 
front  cover  of  his  books

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Charles  J.  Ricard,  living  in  Northbrook,  1L, 
descendants  from  Du  Vivier,  a French  medaillist 
living  in  the  18th  century.  His  bookplate  shows  a 
coin  picturing  Louis  XV  which  his  ancestor  has 
designed  (Figure  4).  Mr. 

Ricard  was  treasure  of  the 
Token  and  Medal  Society 
when  I got  the  information 
about  his  bookplate 
(21.10.1996).  J.  Verner 
Scaif,  Jr.  of  Pittsburgh  used 
at  least  3 different  ex  libris. 

He  wrote  numerous  articles 
for  "The  Numismatist"  and 
died  ca.  1955.  Richard 
Harold  Schimmelpfeng's 
bookplate  pictures  a white 
horse  (German:  Schimmel)  on  a penny  (German: 
Pfennig).  Mr.  Schimmelpfeng  is  a collector  of  ex 
libris  rather  than  of  coins.

The  last  bookplate  I'd  like  to  mention  in  this  essay 
was  used  by  William  and  Elizabeth  Wisslead.  There's 
no  design  but  only  the  legend:  "From  The  / 
Numismatic  Library  of  / The  Wissleads"  surrounded 
by  a decorative  frame. 


Lester  Merkin's  ex  libris  shows  a very  nice  cat 
standing  on  a stack  of  books,  and  Numismatics 
International,  a well  known  organization  of  world- 
coin-collectors,  uses  an  ex  libris  indicating  the 
person  who  donated  the  book  the  bookplate  was 
used  for.

A BEGINNER’S  GUIDE  TO  LARGE  CENT  LITERATURE  - 1995  EDITION 

Dennis  W.  Loring 

In  1988, 1 wrote  an  article  for  Penny-wise,  the  l proposed  a basic  library  for  a new  large  cent 

journal  of  the  early  American  Coppers  Club,  entitled  collector.  The  total  cost  of  that  library  was  less  than 
A Beginners  Guide  to  Large  Cent  Literature. " In  it,  the  price  of  an  XF  1802  large  cent,  or  about  $450. 
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Seven  years  later,  new  books,  auction  catalogs  and 
publications  abound.  Remy  suggested  that  I update 
my  article  for  the  neophyte  collector  of  1995.  I'm 
happy  to  do  so  , but  must  unfortunately  report  that 
the  information  explosion  has  its  price.  The  XF  1802 
cent  that  would  have  bought  1988's  library  isn't 
quite  nice  enough  in  1995:  the  coin  must  now  be  just 
about  AU  . No  matter;  your  core  library  will  still  be 
the  smartest  copper  purchase  you  ever  make. 

So  here  you  are  , a new  collector  of  US  large  cents. 
The  words  of  the  late  Aaron  Feldman  are  ringing  in 
your  ears:  "Buy  the  book  before  the  coin."  You  agree 
wholeheartedly,  but  there's  one  small  problem:  you 
don't  know  what  "the  book"  is.  That's  the  purpose  of 
this  article:  to  suggest  a basic  library  for  the 
beginning  large  cent  collector.  The  books  auction 
catalogues,  and  other  publications  described  below 
are  all  readily  obtainable,  as  quality  reprints  if  not 
originals.  The  entire  library  should  cost  somewhat 
less  than  a common  AU  1802  cent;  its  value  will  be 
immeasurable. 

1.  A guide  book  of  United  States  Coins-  the  "Red 
Book".  Still  the  basic  reference  for  all  United  States 
Coins,  giving  basic  data  on  composition,  mintage 
major  varieties,  and  prices. 

2.  Official  A.N.A.  Grading  Guide  For  United  States 
Coins.  Not  the  last  word  on  grading  large  cents,  but 
definitely  the  first. 

After  due  consideration  I've  decided  not  to  include 
Walter  Breen's  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and 
Colonial  Coins  in  this  list.  This  all  encompassing 
work  should  be  owned  by  every  numismatist. 
However,  it's  an  expensive  book,  only  38  out  of  754 
pages  are  devoted  to  large  cents,  and  much  of  the 
information  is  either  highly  technical  or  may  be 
found  in  other  large  cent  references. 

3.  The  basic  die  variety  texts: 

A.  1793-1814:  Two  books,  the  classic  and  the 
newcomer.  Once  Breen's  magnum  opus  is  published 
it'll  be  three. 

1 )  Penny  Whimsy,  by  Sheldon.  Really  one  of  the 
classic  numismatic  books  of  all  time,  on  any  topic. 
The  rarity,  condition  census,  and  basal  value  data  are 
largely  outdated,  of  course,  but  we'll  get  to  that  later. 
Knowing  just  how  rare  each  variety  is  does  you  no 
good  at  all  if  you  can't  tell  'em  apart. 


2)  United  States  Large  Cents  1793-1814.  by  Noyes. 
A wonderful  attribution  guide  for  the  beginner  with 
enlarged  photographs  and  highlighted  distinctive 
features  of  each  die.  The  CC  information  is 
controversial  but  it's  certainly  more  accurate  and  up- 
to-date  than  Sheldon's. 

B.  1816-1839:  Three  books,  an  oldie  and  two  new 
ones. 

1)  United  States  Conner  Cents.  1816-1857.  bv 
Newcomb.  The  standard  reference.  For  over  40 
years,  a handwritten  (!)  labor  of  love.  Though  Noyes 
and  Wright  are  easier  to  read  and  use,  there's  still 
more  than  enough  in  Newcomb  to  make  it  a must 
have. 

2)  United  States  Large  Cents  1816-1839.  by  Noyes. 
A twin  to  his  book  on  early  dates,  and  even  more  of 
an  improvement  over  it's  predecessor  as  an 
attribution  guide. 

3)  The  Cent  Book,  by  Wright.  The  masterwork  by 
the  best  known  name  in  middle-dates.  History, 
attribution'  die  states,  some  CC  and  pricing  data. 
Excellent  photographs.  Although  Noyes  and  Wright 
books  do  overlap,  each  has  its  strengths,  and  you 
should  have  them  both. 

C.  1840-1857:  Attribution  Guide  for  United  States 
Large  Cents'  1840-1857.  by  Grellman  and  Reiver. 
This  book  is  to  Newcomb  what  a Mercedes  is  to  a 
Model  T.  I'm  a confirmed  early-date  nut,  and  even  I 
enjoy  using  G-R.  It  brings  late-  date  attribution  and 
study  within  the  grasp  of  even  the  beginner. 

4.  Auction  catalogues.  Neophyte  collectors  (and 
experienced  ones,  too)  often  overlook  auction 
catalogues  as  a source  of  numismatic  information.  A 
well  researched  catalogue  is  much  more  than  a sale 
record.  In  the  last  25  years,  there  have  been  a 
number  of  major  auctions  of  large  cents  that  belong 
in  every  collector's  library'.  These  catalogues  serve  as 
more  than  updates  of  the  standard  reference  works. 
They  are  also  illustrative  grading  manuals,  pedigree 
sources,  price  guides,  and  just  plain  fun  reading. 

A.  The  Naftzger  sale,  New  Netherlands,  1 1/73. 
Catalogued  by  jon  Hanson.  The  blockbuster  sale  of 
Ted  Naftzger's  spares  (a  truly  mind-  boggling 
thought)  after  he  bought  Sheldon's  collection  in 
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1972.  In  many  ways,  the  dawn  of  a new  era. 

R.  The  first  Ruby  sale  , Superior,  2/74.  Catalogued  by 
Walter  Breen  and  Denis  Loring.  Virtually  a 
complete  set  of  early  cents,  with  plenty  of  rare  die 
states,  scarce  duplicates  (count  the  '99's! ) , and  other 
goodies.  This  u'as  the  first  major  sale  to  use  "EAC 
grading."  I'm  told  that  of  the  coins  won  by  mail 
bidders,  not  a single  one  was  returned  as  overgraded. 

C.  The  first  Floyd  T.  Starr  Sale,  Stack's  6/84. 
Catalogued  by  C.  Douglas  Smith  . In  the  1 940's, 

Starr  bought  Hines's  late  dates  intact,  Newcomb's 
late  dates  intact,  and  went  on  from  there.  The  sale 
also  featured  some  choice  early  dates,  including  a 
complete  set  of  1793  cents  with  two  Strawberries! 

D.  The  Van  Cleave  sale,  Kagin,  1/86.  Catalogued  by 
Del  Bland.  Every  Sheldon  number  except  S-79  and 
S-80,  and  numerous  NC's,  all  in  "collectible"  grades. 
The  sale  also  included  extensive  and  important 
groups  of  early  and  late  dates  from  other  collections. 
EAC  grading. 

E.  The  Robbie  Brown  sale,  Superior,  9/86. 
Catalogued  by  Jack  Collins.  In  my  opinion  (for  those 
who  don't  know,  me,  I always  have  an  opinion),  the 
finest  numismatic  auction  catalogue  ever  produced, 
on  anything,  by  anyone,  period.  Every  Sheldon 
number  (the  first  time  ever),  plus  more  NC’s  than 
you've  ever  seen.  Every  Newcomb  number  from 
1840-1857  listed  in  Newcomb,  plus  many  unlisted 
varieties.  Every  coin  meticulously  described  by  EAC 
standards,  including  die  state.  Even-  coin  plated, 
obverse  and  reverse.
